press T hursday evening. 
The changes m ade b y the revisers a re gen ­ 
erally praised as im provem ents, though ob ­ 
jections are raised to some passages. 
A n article specially prepared for The 
Tim es say s: 
F in ally an in te rn a tion a l work 
of fourteen y ears has come to a close. 
The 
revised version of the N ew T estam en t was 
issued in M ay , 1881, 
and now the revised 
Old T estam ent will soon b e pub lished in all 
pa n s of the E nglish-speaking world.

revision is the m ost im porta n t even t in the 
history of the E nglish

The D em ocrats insisted on the roll being 
called, and M ason dem anded tha t the senate 
retire to its cham b er. 
L ieutenant G overnor S raithjrequested the 
senate to w ithdraw . 
The R epub lican sen­ 
ators filed out cheered 
by the R epub licans 
of the house as they w on t 
The excitem ent 
was intense. 
L inegar then ¿b egan fspoaking 
against 
tim e, the intention of tho D em ocrat* b eing 
to prevent a session o t the house b efore 12 
o’clock, w hen the senate m ust again come 
In. 
They intended to keep W eaver out b y 
continuing tho join t assem b ly right along. 
B ut w hile this was going on, the tim e was 
fly ing b y and 12 o’clock arrived , and w ith it 
the R epub lican senators return ed to the 
b alL 
Then Fuller, the R epub lican leader, aro.» o 
and m oved tha t W eaver b e ad m itted to his 
s e a t 
T w enty seconds w ere given a t once 
from the R epub lican side of the b ou» e and 
F uller declared the m otion carried. 
The 
D em ocrats shouted them selves hoarse and 
refused to recognize F uller or his m otion. 
SjKmker H aines ordered tho roll called for 
senator,

o’clock F rid a y n ight an alarm of lire wa<; 
sounded from the corner of P rospect and 
O ntario streets and all the engines w ithin 
the dis-rict prom ptly responded. 
The fire 
was first discovered in the store of the Cleve­ 
land Provision com pany , 142 O n tario street, 
and spread so rapidly tha t in five m inute* 
a fte r the fir.-t alarm a second and third w ere 
rung which sum m oned tho e n tire d epartm en t. 
In an alm ost incredib ly short tim e the flamea 
had enveloped the whole b lock containing 
the retail d epartm en t of tho provision com ­ 
pany and had reached the n orthe rn portion 
of tho P rospect hotel on tho south. 
On the 
n orth hide of the provision com pany ’s b uild­ 
ing was an other containing tho largo d ry ­ 
goods store of H. 
M. 
Brow n and other 
sm aller estab lishm ent» . 
In spite of the 
efforts of the d epartm en t this b uilding also 
w as soon b urning fiercely . 
So gre a t was the ex citem en t of ow ners and 
occupant» tha t the loss could not b o learned. 
The occupants of the uppor stories of the 
provision com pan y ’s b uilding fled b y every 
aveuue of escape, somo jum ping from the 
window s to sheds iu the rear. 
Ono m an, 
whose nam e could n ot b e learned, jum ped 
from a high story upon an aw ning on the 
stre e t an d w ont through it, strik in g the side­ 
w alk w ith a terrific thud. 
Ho was picked 
up and tak en aw ay in au am b ulance, prob a­ 
b ly fa ta lly injured. 
Tho Cleveland 
Pro­ 
vision com pany ’s b uilding is a total loss. 
L ater .—F red R oth, his wife, tw o children, 
and a se rva n t w ere c ut off, and ail escaped 
b y jum ping to the ground except a U ttle 
b oy 4 y ears old, who w as b urnod to death, 
as was Mrs. K aw y er, a drossm akor, 55 y ears 
old.

T h e dreadful dram a of the D evolu­ 
tion, says the C in c in n a ti Co m m ercia l 
Ga zette, was entering upon the last act, 
in the spring of 1781, though the foot­ 
sore and ragged continentals knew it 
not. 
T h e final storm-burst was center­ 
ing 
in V irg in ia . 
Lafayette, in com­ 
mand of the V irg in ian arm y, was com ­ 
pelled to evacuate Richm ond before 
the advance of C o rn w allis; 
and A r ­ 
nold, the traitor, at the head of 2,5 00 
men, was m arching to reinforce the con­ 


fident royalists. 


M eanw h ile Gen. W ayn e w’as en route 


from Pen n sylvan ia to join Gen G reen e 
in the Carolinas. 
B u t W ashington had 


ordered W a yn e to aid Lafayette, should 
the latter need reinforcements in his 
resistance 
of Cornw allis. 
Lafayette s 


troops were in a dispirited and disor­ 
derly condition upon the retreat, and 
C ornw allis knew it, 
In w riting of the 


pursuit the duke said ; 
“ The boy can 


not escape me.” 
T h is “ boyhood” of the brave young 


Fren ch m an was a source of ridicule 
among B ritis h officers, and of jealousy 
among the continentals. 
O f the latter 


Gen. W a yn e 
was a conspicuous in ­ 
stance. 
H is reputation, rank, and vio­ 
lent tem per made him intolerant, and 
lie never failed to give expression to his 
opinions in unmeasured terms. 
W a y n e W’as but a d ay’s m arch from 


L a fa y e tte when he received an order 
from tho latter to join and co-operate 
w ith him , indicating therein the route 
W ayn e ’s arm y 
should take, and the 


point where the forces should become 


united. 
Upon reaching tho designated point, 


Lafaye tte was surprised not to meet 
W avno or receive any w’ord from him.

de-camp, M ai. Anderson, to urge Gen 
W a yn e to m arch w ith all haste.

officer was M aj. Bich ard C lough A n ­ 
derson, aid-de-camp to Lafayette, the 
father of M aj. Anderson, of F o rt S u m ­ 
ter memory, and tlie late L a rz A n d er­ 
son, Esq., of C incinnati.) 
M aj. Anderson found W ayn e in camp, 


and received from him an ungracious 
prom ise to move up. 
A t the end of 


three 
days Lafayette, learning 
that 


W a yn e was not advancing, again sent 
Maj. Anderson w ith a perem tory order 
to join him by forced m arches; and M aj. 
Anderson was 
instructed 
to rem ain

hourly dispatches to his chief until tho j 


troops should arrive at camp. 
W hen Anderson reached W ayno on 


his second mission he found that Gen. 
W ayn e had moved but four miles from 
his former headquarters.

tant’s 
office, 
Maj. 
Anderson saluted 


Gen. W ayn e and his staff'; then, ask­ 
ing for pen, ink, and paper, sat down as 
if to write. 
Lo o kin g 
up to W ayne, 


whoso curiosity had been excited by 
this proceeding, he told the G en eral 
that ho had been sent by the M arquis 
de Lafayette to report the order for his 
advance, and that as he was about to 
fo rw aid the first of tho h ou rly dis­ 
patches required of him ho desired to 
know’ w hat should bo the nature of tho 
report. 
W ayne was amazed at the con­ 
duct of Anderson, and staring at him 
ho asked tho aid-de-camp: 
“ Do you 


mean to insult m e? ” 


Anderson denied having any such in- 
tontion, but said that in the course of 
dutv he carried tin* demands of a su­ 
perior officer. 
W ayno s 
voice, which 
ltad 1 ecu husky and choked with pas­ 
sion, now broke forth: 
“ Su p e rio r! su­ 
perior! 
Do you call any damned for­ 
eigner, any boy, m y su p erio r?” lie 
then poured forth a torrent of oaths 
and im precations upon all foreigners, 
not sparing Anderson him self, for hav­ 
ing associated him self with “ the for­ 
tune-seeking Fren ch m an . ”

more vehem ent as he lashed him self 
into a fury, striding up and down the 
room, stam ping his feet in a paroxysm 
of rage. 
It was the indulgence of these

i bus patiently waiting until he comes 
to finish the carcass, when at least one

is certain.

Sh karee” tells a good story of this 
midnight watching, wl ich also illus­ 
trates 
an Indian superstition. 
He 
asked his native hunter on one occasion 
whether it was true that ho had sat up 
for a tiger by the body of a man who 
had been killed. 
The nativo nodded, 
and in a whisper, stealing a glance 
along the margin of the jungle, pausing 
to listen now and then for a few seconds, 
said it was in the hot weather five years 
ago, and he had gone homo to his vil­ 
lage in Mysore with some rupees saved, 
and a riile. 
He had been id lo for a few 
days, when news came one morning to 
the head man that a woman had seen a 
fakir stricken down by a tiger not a 
mile from his door.

Tho rigorous injunctions of Hindoo 
law-givers like Mann, tho manifold re­ 
quirements of household virtue as en­ 
joined by the Shusters, the traditional 
accomplishments and ideals 
of the 
female character enforced by usage, 
tho influence of mythological heroines 
like Seeta and Droupader, tho habits of 
seclusion introduced since the times of 
Mohammedans, the multiplying wants 
of the male portion of tho community j 
have all contributed to condense the 
existence of Hindoo women into a do­ 
mestic self-devoted ness 
which 
for­ 
eigners and superficial observers have j 
often construed as a severe form of 
involuntary drudgery. 
Take tho Hin­ 
doo women out of her home, aifiiet her 
with widowhood, with childlessness, or 
with the loss of children, and her life 
is protracted death. 
The tendency' to 
hard household 
work culminates in 
elderly woman, but the young are by 
no means exempted. 
At tho ago of 12, 
or thereabouts, every Hindoo girl has 
to join tho demestic establishment of 
her husband’s father, and there the 
education of her life commence. 
This 
education consists of house-keeping, 
regular routine work, devotedness to 
promote tho comforts of tho family, 
and the traditional usages and proprit - 
ty of respectable feminine life, 
1 he 
training commences under the super­ 
intendence of a mother-in-law somewhat 
advanced in life, and not unoften of a 
tyrannical disposition. 
She is a stern 
disciplinarian, keen observer, and elo­ 
quent admonisher. 
The elderly lady is 
sometimes seconded by one or two of 
her grown-up daughters, to whom the 


dead man slowly turned himself over, 
and raising one of his shattered arms 
pointed to mo for a* long a time as it 
would take to count ton, whereupon 
tho tiger with a deep growl bounded 
back to the jungle.

In his own house I had tho honor of 
an interview with Humboldt. 
He ral­ 
lied me on having contracted the habit 
of smoking in Germany, his knowledge 
on this head being derived from my 
little paper on a water jet, where tho 
noise produced by the rapture of a 
film between tho wet lips of a smoker 
is referred to. 
He gave me various 
messages to Faraday, declaring his be­ 
lief that ho (Faraday) had referred the 
annual and diurnal variation of tho 
declination of the magnetic needle to 
their true cause—the variation of tho 
atmosphere. 
I was interested to learn 
from Humboldt himself that, though 
so large a portion of his life had been 
spent in France, he never published a 
French essay without having it revised 
by a Frenchman. 
In those days 1 not 
frequently found it necessary to sub­ 
ject myself to a process which I called 
depolarization. 
My brain, intent on its 
subjects, used to acquire a set, resemb­ 
ling tlie rigid polarity of a steel mag­ 
net. 
It lost tho pliancy needful for 
free conversation, anti to recover this 1 
used to walk occasionally to Charlotton- 
burg or elsewhere. 
From my exper- 
; itnees at that time I derived the notion 
I that hard thinking and lleet talking do

Far from seeing in this address a dis­ 
play of egotism, you will, I believe, ac­ 
cept it as a fragment of the life of a 
brother who has felt the scars of tho 
battle in which many of you are now 
engaged. 
Duty has been mentioned as 
my motive force. 
In Germany one 
heard this word much more frequently 
than the word glory. 
The philoso­ 
phers of Germany were men of tho 
loftiest moral tone. 
In fact, they were 
preachers of religion as much as ex­ 
pounders of philosophy. 
It would, to 
a certain extent, ho true to say that 
from thorn tho land takes its moral 
color; but it should be added that 
tho German philosophers were them­ 
selves products of the German soil, 
probably deriving tho basis of their 
moral qualities from a period anterior 
to their philosophy. 
1 asked two Prussian officers whom I 
met in the summer of 18 71, at Poutre- 
sina, how the German troops behaved 
when going into battle - did they eheor 
and encourage each other?

The Lo ndo n Postoffice. 
[Foreign Letter.] 
The London postofiice is a g reat institu­ 
te n. 
A street divides the two departments, 
one occupied by tfio business of letters and 
papers, the other with teleg raphing . 
In 
Britain teleg raphing is p a rt of the reg ular 
postofiice sy stem. 
The g eneral postofiice 
building is an imposing edifico of tho Ionic 
order. 
It is -KJ0 feet long , 
130 wide, and 
sixty -four hig h. 
The best time to see the 
outside rush D just bo fore 6 p. m., a t which 
hour tho nig ht mail closes. 
Tho rush is 
something tremendous. 
E rra nd boy s, hat- 
iess clerks, business men, every body jam s 
forward to g et his butidio of letters into the 
long zinc-edg ed or copper-faced opening be- 
foru the hour strikes. 
E x actly a t the minute 
the office closes, and ail letters th a t a r £ i n 
haste must have an e x tra sta m p on them 
if they are to g o th a t nig ht. 
The ex tra stam p business lasts for an hour. 
It is a sig ht to seo the stam pers a t work. 
The stamper counts the letters, and when ho 
has stamped fifty lie hits his sta m p on a long 
sheet of pajier a t his rig ht hand, and thus 
tho 
num ber of letters is estimated. 
A 
stam per in the London office can stamp 
about (5,000 letters an hour. 
Tho teleg raph 
building is smaller and hig her th an tho g ov­ 
ernm ent postofiice. 
It is 286 by 144 feet and 
eig hty -four feet from p avem ent to cornice. 
On tho first fioor are tho offices of the post­ 
master g eneral and tho accountant g eneral. 
On the nex t floor are the secretaries and 
stall’, and in tho two upper stories is the tele­ 
g raph department. 
The instrum ent room is 
125 by «80 feet. 
Fifteen million messag es a 
y e a r pass throug h it. 
The building is connected with tho district 
Vleg raph offices of London by pneumatic 
tubes, and messag es come throug h literally 
with the speed of the wind. 
Four eng ines 
in tho basement furnish tho wind.

COUNTY. 


[Curtis in Inter Ocean.] 
If an}*body supposes tha t Costa Rica is e 
barbarous country, filled with half-civilized 
creatures, unmannerly and uneducated, he 
makes a great mistake, but I know there is 
a prevailing impression that it is an out­ 
landish sort of place. 
I thought so myself, 
but have learned the contrary. 
There are 
peculiarities among every people, and I’ve 
no doubt when a Costa Rican goes to the 
United States he sees things just as old and 
strange as we see them here; perhaps he 
writes to the newspapers about them, as I 
have done. 
But they are as intelligent, en 
terprising, and cultivated as our own peo­ 
ple, and can surpass our best society in the 
knowledge of language, in grace of deport­ 
ment, and equal it in musical and other ac­ 
complishments. 
They have keener percep­ 
tions than we. and not only have the faculty 
of talking in three or four languages, but 
are blessed with a remarkable “ gift of gab.' 
No Costa Rican lady or gentleman is evei 
embarrassed; they alw ays know how to d 
and say the proper thing, and while theii 
courtesy and good manners are said to I* 
only skin deep, they are the most charming 
of companions, the most generous of hosts 
and the most polite of gentlemen. 
No la­ 
borer ever passes a lady iti the street with 
out lifting his hat, and he alw ays touchei 
that alw ays dirty and generally dilapidated 
portion of his apparel when a gentlemar 
passes him. 
If a lady approaches a group 
of men digging a cellar, repairing the street, 
or what not, even though some of them may 
bo half naked, they alw ays salute her re 
spectfullv, and in the rural districts 110 one 
eVer meets you without saying, “May Goc 
prosper tho object of your journey;” or 
“M ay heaven smile upon your errand,” 01 
something in Spanish like that. 
The same man 
will swindle you out ol 
your eye teeth if he gets a chance, and if 
you ask him how far it is to the next place 
he will undoubtedly tell you a falsehood, 
lie doesn’t care a copper whether you evei 
roach the end of your journey, and has nc 
more regard for your welfare than the ilea 
in the grass, but ho recognizes a beautiful 
cu tom, and -ays, “God bo good to you, ’ as 
if he meant it for a blesdng. 
And this politeness permeates all classe 
and castes. 
If you enter a store with a lady 
every man there will salute you and re­ 
move his hat out of respect to her; on tin 
streets tha p -oplo will stand aside to let yoi 
pass— and it is necessary for them to do.so, 
for the sidewalks are often less than two feet 
wide. 
If you go into a hotel office, a barbel 
shop, restaurant, or any other public place 
everybody present 
will salute you wit! 
“Buenos Dias,” or somo other friendly wel­ 
come. 
W hile there is not a particle of sincerity 
about all this; while tho object and end o; 
life in the Spanish code of ethics is to ge' 
along with as little work and as muct 
swindling as possible, they are certainly tc 
be praised for cheating you in the most po 
lite and agreeable manner possible. 
A »Span 
ish highwaym an does not swear at you and 
com maud you to give him your money or youi 
life; he makes a profound bow, and place: 
his hand upon his heart, assures you tha 
he is devoutly gratified that you are looking 
so well, and regrets that he is compelled by 
pressing necessities to request that you wil 
loan him whatever valuables you have up t 
your person. 
Then thanking you for youi 
pro mptness and courtesy in sparing him tht 
painful duty of shooting you through th: 
head, he will mount his horse and ride oil 
with a pray er that tho Alm ighty will pro 
Teet you from foe parils of your journey.

[An article prepared by request and 
published in a Dixon paper of late date.] 
You ask for a few words on some sub­ 
ject of interest to the teachers. 
I have 
been thinking lately of the advantages I 
know to accrue to teachers from local or­ 
ganization. 
This is an age of union and 
co-operation. 
You printers have your 
union, as we know who read of its recent 
contest with a great N ew York journal. 
Trades-unions are found in every city. 
The signification of such cabalistic com­ 
binations as Y. M. C. A., W. C. T. L. and 
S. P. C. A. has grown entirely familiar to 
us, so widely prevalent are the societies 
thus indicated. 
Business enterprise, the 
most extensive and prosperous iu our city, 
have resulted from consolidation of talent 
and capital. 
Superintendents of our city schools 
have their conferences with considerable 
regularity, whereat they hold discussion 
on the science of mind and the principles 
that govern in the art of its development, 
and upon the management and discipline 
of schools; where, also, they enlarge the 
field of their acquaintance, at the same 
time with their intellectual horizon. 
Much the same good end the county in­ 
stitute subserves for the teachers of the 
county in common schools. 
But from its 
infrequent assembling and its didactic 
nature it can not quite meet the end 
have in mind,—the original, independent 
development of the individual teacher. 
Now wha t will contribute much toward 
the desired result is to organize in each 
community of three or four school dis 
tricts an assembly of the teachers, and ad­ 
vanced pupils who purpose teaching; this 
society to meet every week, or two weeks, 
during the time of year schools are in 
session, and to combine features of both 
the institute and school. 
Let the mem 
bers teach “ turn about.” 
Let one teach 
one subject, another, another. 
The discussion of intricate and disput 
ed points in grammar, arithmetic, history 
and school- and elass-management is a 
program that for a body of teachers pos­ 
sesses a constantly increasing interest. 
Authors will be compared, and individua 
thought stimulated. 
Here the timid wil 
gain confidence in themselves and their 
own judgment. 
There are many young 
teachers who could not from lack of 
self-possession speak before an institute 
but could an d would take part and d< 
themselves credit in a small circle of ac 
quaintanccs. 
Again, institutes and normal schools 
very properly too, deal largely with prin 
ciplcs. 
Teachers in the small informal 
meetings proposed will always have, fresh 
at hand, instances and applications. 
Teachers, like preachers, have very 
little opportunity to observe one another 
at work. 
They work separately and sim 
ultaneously. 
Hence frequent meetings 
for the interchange ot thought and meth­ 
ods become all the more desirable. Then 
teachers, like doctors, have a profession 
in which no two occupy the same field at 
the same time, and one success which 
depends much upon popularity, so that 
an unpleasant rivalry is apt to grow up 
among its membership unless personal 
acquaintance and mutual respect prevent. 
I know a neighborhood in Ohio where 
such an experiment as 1 propose was 
tried a few years ago. 
The teachers soon 
came to look upon 
themselves as a 
brotherhood; and though the restless spir­ 
it of American progress has led them to 
separate and push out into other com. 
munities and into other states, till scarce­ 
ly one is left of that original band, yet the 
friendships, whose foundations were laid 
there, are not severed, nor will 
they 
cease. 
But this is not all. The members 
improved themselves to such a degree 
that they were able to raise teachers’ 
wages in that community by ten percent., 
although it was at the time of the last 
panic. 
More of them than formerly now 
atteuded the normal schools of the state 
and more were present at the county in 
stitute. Over a small region it set on foot 
an educational revival. 
W hat can be do ne in Ohio cun be done 
in Illino is. It wo uld harmo nize with and 
assist all the measures o f the co unty sup

GOOD QUALITIES OF YELLOW PINE. 


T h e Supply S ee m in g ly Exhauctless in th« 
S ou th ern Sta tes. 
[New York Trib une.] 
In places where w’ooden floorings or trim 
mings undergo severe or constant use, the 
valuable southern yellow pine has beconu 
almost indispensable. 
In ship work its dur 
ability has been long acknowledged, but i 
is only within a few years that its useful 
ness for house purposes has been appre­ 
ciated. 
In former times it was tedious stuff 
to work by hand, but its tediousness is non 
overcome by 
improved tools and stean 
dressing, 
and the increased call for hard 
pine 
wainscoting« 
and 
ceilings that has 
attended 
tho 
active 
building 
opera­ 
tions of lato has been readily supplied. 
No wooden flooring that is used bare is su­ 
perior to narrow strips of Georgia yellow 
piue. 
A well-laid surface of the wood 
im­ 
proves with ago and friction, its resinous 
quality hardens for it a sort of natural var­ 
nish. 
Art, too, has recently touched this 
sturdy old timber. 
Thin door-panels art 
sawed out of planks containing thick depos­ 
its of rosin. 
When these panels are placed 
in doors that tho sun can strike, the oiTeel 
produced is a rich, red wine color, showing 
inside the room. 
There is a process of arti 
ficially seasoning pine. 
There is also one ol 
steaming it, so that tho rosin will show uni­ 
form ly in tho board, 
but the naturally 
veined surfaces are handsome enough when 
properly smoothed. 
Tho supply of this timber seems exhaust- 
less. 
A large fleet of schooners and other 
craft is devoted exclusively to its transporta­ 
tion from Virginia, North and South Caro* 
linas, Georgia, 
and Florida. 
The latter 
state is renowned for the long boards tlml 
are cut from its trees. 
Georgia owns the 
standard of quality, but any untapped stock 
rates high. 
Trees from which the pitch has 
been partly removed in tho manufacture of 
turpentine, turn out lighted wood, but such 
cuttings have not tho wearing merit of saw­ 
ings from virgin trees. 
Since the war, 
owing to bettor railroad facilities, 
large 
tracts of new forests have been opened t< 
commerce. 
Europe, especially England, is 
a large buyer of this wood. 
Its excellence 
iu railroad work on account of toughness 
and com parative 
lightness, 
is becoming 
recognized abroad as well as in this country. 
When yellow 
pine vessels 
become dis 
masted or capsized at sea they 
form most 
dangerous wrecks, and at night are an 
especial terror t*> navigators. 
Their buoy­ 
ant cargoes prevent them from sinking and 
they become, so to sp**ak, a floating reef. 
Soveral abandoned schooners 
have 
been 
known to drift about the ocean from six to 
eighteen months. 
Not long ago one ap- 
peared 011 the coast of France. 
Captains ro- 
j»ort these drift* to tho government. 
Th** 
government in turn spreads tho information, 
but the danger is only partly provide 1 
against, as currents or driving winds can 
vary* tho situation indefinitely’.

A large m ajority of the lawyers of this 
judicial Circuit were op p osed to a con­ 
vention of the members of the bar for 
the p urp ose of nom inating Judges to be 
voted for a t the coming election.

cumbents, Judges Baily, Brown and E u­ 
stace, were req uested to stand as candi­ 
dates for re-election. 
The vote, on the

stood one hundred and three for, to eigh­ 
teen against. 
It was a neat comp liment 
to the trhee jud ges who have so ably con­ 
ducted the courts of this circuit to be so 
comp letely endorsed. 
The convention 
refused to nom inate a fourth judge, it be­ 
ing the op inion that the bill creating an­ 
other office to be filled would hardly 
p ass the legislature.
